Those rescued from the vessel are 
now at Cape Palos in a pitiable con­ 
dition, I -dng without food or clothing. 
The Ririo struck a rocky reef, known 
as Hajos 
Hormegas. and 
sank soon 
after, stern first. 
H orm egas Island 
lies about two and a half miles to the 
eastward of Cape Palos. 
The Sirio was owned by the Navi- 
gazione Italians of Geona. 


Carried Many Passengers.
